No Annexations and Indemnities and 
a Qualified Self-Definition of 
Nations Given as Basis.

ALL COLONIES MUST BE 
RESTORED TO GERMANY 


Statement Says Question of Subjection of Coun- 
tries Without Political Independence, in 
Opinion of Central Powers, Cannot 
Be Solved Internationally. 


PETROGRAD, Wednesday, Dec. 26.—The Central Powers, 
Count Czernin, the Austro-Hungarian Foreign Minister, told the 
peace conference at Brest-Litovék yesterday, solemnly declare 
their resolve to immediately sign terms which will terminate thie 
war on conditions equally just without forcible annexations avd 
indemnities. They could not bind themselves to such terms with- 
out a guarantee that Russia’s allies would recognize them and 


carry them out honestly toward the Central Powers. 

Count Czernin declared the Central Powers believed that the basic 
principles uttered by the Russian delegates could be the basis of such a 
peace. He said they shared Russian condemnation of a continuation of the 
war for the sake of conquest. 

It is necessary to indicate most clearly, however, the Count added, that 
the Russian proposals could be realized only in the event that all belliger- 
ents obligated themselves to adhere to the terms of such a peace. 


Count Czernin’s Statement. 


Count Czernin explained the position of the Central Powers in a state. 
ment which he read at the second session of the peace conferencerat 10 
o'clock Tuesday evening. His statement follows: 

The delegations of the allied (Teutonic) powers acting upon the 
clearly expres:ed will of their governments and peoples, will conclude 
as soon as possible a general peace. The delegations in complete 
accord with the repeatedly expressed view point of their govérnments, 
think that the basic principles of the Russian delegation can be made 
the basis of such a peace. 

The delegations of the quadruple alliance are agreed immediately 
to conclude a genera] peace without forcible annexations and in- 
demnities. They share the view of the Russian delegation which con 
demns the continuation of the war purely for aims of conquest. 

The statesmen of the allied (Teutonic) governments: ig programs 
and statements have emphasized time and time agaip that for the 
sake of conquest they will not prolong the war a single day. The 
governments of the allies unswervingly have followed this view al] the 
time. They solemnly declare their resolve immediately to sign terms 
of peace which will stop this war on the above terms, equally just 
to all belligerents without exception. 

It is necessary, however, to indicate most clearly that the pro- 
posals of the Russian delegation could be realized only in case all the 
powers participating in the war obligate themselves scrupulously to ad- 
here to the terms in common with all peoples. 


Agreement Must Not Be One-Sided. 

The powers of the quadruple alliance now negotiating with Russia 
cannot, of course, one sidedly bind themselves to such terms not having 
the guarantee that Russia’s allies will recognize and carry out these 
terms honestly without reservation with regard to the quadruple al- 
liance. Starting upon these principles and regarding the six clauses 
proposed by the Rusian-delegations as a basis of negotiations, the fol- 
lowing must be stated: 

OLAUSE 1—Forcible annexations of territories seized during the 
war does not enter into the intention of the allied powers. About troops 
now occupying seized territories it must bé stipulated in the peace 
treaty if there is no agreement before regarding the evacuation of 
these places. 

OLAUSE 2—It is not the intention of the allies to destroy the po- 
litical independence of those nations which lost it during the war. 

CLAUSE 3.—The question of subjection to that or the other 
eountry of those nationalities who have not political independence can- 
not,.in the opinion of the Powers of the quadruple alliance, be solved 
internationally. In this case it must be solved by each Governinent to- 
gether with its peoples in a manner established by the Constitution. 

CLAUSE 4.—Likewise; in accordance with the declaration of the 
statesmen of the quadruple alliance, the protection of the rights of mi- 
norities constitutes an essential part of the right of peoples to self defi- 
nition, indicated by a Constitution. 7 | | 

CLAUSE 5.—The Governments of the (Teutonic) allies also recognize 
this principle. (This refers to clause five of the Russian peace terms, stipu- 
lating that no belligerent country shall be required to pay contributions and 
that private persons shall be compensated for logses incurred through the 


basis.) There is a material possibility of mutual refusal not only to refund 
war expenditures but diso to pay for damages caused by the war, In this 
event, each belligerent would be required to bear only the expense of its sul- 
jects made war prisoners and to pay for damages caused to civil subjects of 
an adversary by deliberate violations of international law.

GEN. BLISS WILL CONTINUE 
AS CHIEF OF ARMY STAFF 


| President Overridgs Precedent in 
| Recalling Officer Who Reaches 
Retirement Age Dec. 31. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Secre- 
| tary Baker has announced that Ma- 
jor-General Tasker H. Bliss, who 
reaches retirement age, Dec. 31, will 
be recalled to active duty and reap- 
pointed Chief of Staff of the army. 
He also said Major-General Biddle 
would be continued as assistant 
Chief of Staff. 

The decision to reappoint Gen. 
Bliss’ is regarded in army’ circles as’ 
an extraordinary compliment, since 
it has rarely been the case in any 
army that a retired officer has head- 
ed the military machine. 

The task of preparing the army 
for war has rested almost wholly on 
the shoulders of Gen. Bliss from the 
start. Prior to his trip to Europe 
to attend the great war conference 
with E. M. House, officers who 
served with him feared his health 
would not stand the terrific strain. 
He had been aimost continuously at 
his desk at all hours of the day and 
night. The European trip, however, 
not only put him into the closest 
possible touch with war conditions 
for which the country is preparing, 
but also served to give him a need- 
ed rest from the cares of his post, 
and he came back much refreshed. 

On his return from Europe Gen. 
Bliss reported verbally to the Presi- 
dent on the deliberations of the al- 
lied conference, extending his state- 
ments later in a carefully prepared 
written report. Baker’s announce- 
ment of the President's decision to 
override an army precedent and re- 
'appoint the Chief of Staff indicates 
'what impression the officer made 
upon the Commander in Chief.

Sea Lord While Others Express 
Satisfaction. 

LONDON, Dec. 27.—The promi- 
nencé given to the retirement of Ad- 
miral Sir John Jellicoe, as First Sea 
Lord, in favor of Vice Admiral Sir 
Rosslyn Wemyss, in the morning 
newspapers, is commensurate with 
his great reputation and the plage 
he long has held.in public estima- 
tion.

The Times, 
though less frankly outspoken, does 
not conceal its satisfaction, and sees 
in the change the determination of 
the Government to give younger men 
a chance.

RAILROAD CLERKS 
HERE HOPE FOR 
INCREASE IN PAY 


Believe Announcement That 
Wages of Employes Will Be 
Raised Will Include Them. 


The announcement that the Gov- 
ernment intends to increase the pay 
of railroad employes, fn some meas- 
ure, gives hope to the hundreds of 
unorganized and poorly paid rail-- 
road clerks in St. Louis that they 
may share in this increase. The Mis- 
sour! Pacific, Frisco, Wabash, M., K. 
& T. and Cotton Belt Railroads have 
their general offices here. 

At the same time, it is announced, 
the Government will reduce large 
salaries now paid to railroad execu- 
tives. In St. Louis the executives 
are President Bush of the Missouri 
Pacific, President Kearney of the 
Wabash, President Biddle of the 
Frisco and President Herbert of the 
Cotton Beit. Whether the executive 
officers of the M., K. & T., which is 
now in receivership, with salaries 
under the control of the Federal 
Court, will be affected, is not known. 
Charles E. Schaff, receiver, is chief 
executive officer of the “Katy.” 

Few Clerks’ Pay Raised, 

The Post-Dispatch in August, 1916, 
made inquiry into the pay and work- 
ing conditions of pailroad clerks, At- 
tention had been called to this mat- 
ter by the demand for trainmen for 
an eight-hour day, which meant a 
virtual increase in their pay. 

The facts shown by this inquiry as 
to clerks, have not in most cases 
been changed sinee that time. The 
Cotton Belt road, however, has late- 
ly announced an increase of 7% per 
cent in the pay of its clerks and 
other unorganized employes, this in- 
crease adding about $0,000 a year 
to its payroll. 

At that time, the inquiry showed, 
the average salary paid the clerks 
was about $65 a month. Sixty per 
cent of the men were more than 38 
years old and about 40 per cent were 
married. 

In the general offices clerks are 
supposed to work eight hours a day, 
from 8 o'clock in the morning until 
5 in the afternoon, but they are fre- 
quently called on to) work overtime. 
Some roads pay extra wages for 
overtime, but in most cases the men 
get money for their suppers and no 
extra pay. 

In the auditing departments of the 
various roads many men employed 
at salaries not exceeding $75 a month 
have been on the same job for 20 
years or more. 

The salaries of the clerks employed 
in traffic departments range from 
$40 a month to $75 and there its‘vir- 
tually only one position to which ’' 
they can advance, that of chief clerk 
of the department. There are men in 
these offices who have been in the 
service of one road for 30 years.

ruin. 

It appears that nothing but defeat, with the 
loss of prestige and power of the ruling caste 
that would accompany such defeat, will convince 
the German nation that Pan-Germanism is un- 
workable. As Mr. Taft picturesquely put it, we 
shall have to fight “to separate the German peo- 
ple from their rulers, and the only way we can 
do that is to hit them over the head with a club.”

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MR. ANTWINE ON GLOOM. 

HAT a tremendous relief from the gloom 
of war are the pictures and letters of 
Capt. Bruce Bairnsfather,’’ Mr. Antwine 
said. ‘‘Is it any wonder that, like Byron, he awoke 
to find himself famous, this one man, at least, who is 
not afraid to assert, even in the trenches, that good 
cheer which not even war can crush in the breast of 
man? 

‘‘Nevertheless, this is a great time for gloom. 
There are few indictments against war equaling this, 
that it hands the world over bodily to those whose 
function it is continually to depress us. It gives the 
sanction of authorityto their every utterance— 
makes the prophet of evil the only true prophet in 
our midst. Senator Reed, predicting the worst for 
Mr. Hoover’s administration, is assured of some satis- 
faction for having made that prediction. Why? be- 
cause, as Socrates would have said, it is a time when 
one can easily make the better part appear the worse. 
There is no bright side to;food conservation. There 
is no bright side to coal conservation. War expunges 
the bright side of even life itself. Only the raincrow 
may safely sing. A furtive, shy and despised crea- 
ture when times are piping, he alone may stand forth 
boldly now, filling the sky with his dismal croaking. 

‘‘We see something of this in the investigations 
now going on at Washington. Mr. Lincoln, who lived 
in the sunlight and reflected its cheer at every other 
time, was immensely depressed by it. What its effect 
upon Mr. Wilson is I don’t know. Let us hope that 
he is keeping a stout heart. Let us believe that it 
is in his philosophy to understand that the prophets of 
evil are no better prophets than they have ever been, 
but are, by grace of the Kaiser, merely having their 
inning.

Toeing-In Natural and a Sign of 


Strong Feet. 
A NSWERING a question as to 


what to do for a well-devel- 
oped, healthy child of two 
years who ‘toes in’’ when walking, 
although he keeps his feet straight 
when standing, the Journal of the 
American Medical Association says: 
“A slight degree of ‘toeing in’ is 
entirely natural and indicates a 
strong foot. It is much to be pre- 
ferred to a ‘toeing-out’ gait. Some- 
times, however, it is present in an 
exaggerated degree. In such cases 
the trouble can easily be remedied 
by the use of a straight-lasted shoe, 
with a lift of one-fourth or three- 


eighths inch put under the outside’ 


of the sole. Great care must be tak- 
en that the shoes are 
long: The empty space inside the 
shoe should extend at least one- 
fourth inch beyond the ends of the 
toes. It will. be found that the heel 
will*wear off unevenly on one side, 
and this should be kept squared up 
and not allowed to run over.”
